Nature of operations and summary of significant accounting policies

Nature of Operations

KA Associates Inc the Company is corporation organized under the laws of the state of Nevada on January 25
1993 The Company is registered broker-dealer under the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 and is member of the

Financial Industry Regulatory Authority FINRA The Company clears its securities transactions on fully disclosed

basis with clearing broker

Basis of Presentation

The financial statements have been prepared in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the

United States of America GAAP

Revenue Recognition

Commission and interest sharing revenue and related clearing charges on customers introduced trades and

accounts are recorded on an accrual basis of accounting

Fair Value Definition and Hierarchy

Fair value is defined as the price that would be received to sell an asset or paid to transfer liability i.e the exit

price in an orderly transaction between market participants at the measurement date

In determining fair value the Company uses various valuation approaches fair value hierarchy for inputs is

used in measuring fair value that maximizes the use of observable inputs and minimizes the use of unobservable

inputs by requiring that the most observable inputs are to be used when available Observable inputs are those

that market participants would use in pricing the asset or liability based on market data obtained from sources

independent of the Company Unobservable inputs reflect the Companys assumptions about the inputs market

participants would use in pricing the asset or liability developed based on the best information available in the

circumstances The fair value hierarchy is categorized into three levels based on the inputs as follows

Level Valuations based on unadjusted quoted prices in active markets for identical assets or liabilities that

the Company has the ability to access Valuation adjustments are not applied to Level securities Since

valuations are based on quoted prices that are readily and regularly available in an active market valuation of

these securities does not entail significant degree of judgment

Level Valuations based on quoted prices in markets that are not active or for which all significant inputs are

observable either directly or indirectly

Level Valuations based on inputs that are unobservable and significant to the overall fair value

measurement

Fair Value Definition and Hierarchy continued

The availability of valuation techniques and observable inputs can vary from security to security and are affected

by wide variety of factors including the type of security whether the security is new and not yet established in

the marketplace and other characteristics particular to the transaction To the extent that valuation is based on

models or inputs that are less observable or unobservable in the market the determination of fair value requires

more judgment Those estimated values do not necessarily represent the amounts that may be ultimately realized

due to the occurrence of future circumstances that cannot be reasonably determined Because of the inherent

uncertainty of valuation those estimated values may be materially higher or lower than the values that would have

been used had ready market for the securities existed Accordingly the degree of judgment exercised by the

Company in determining fair value is greatest for securities categorized in Level In certain cases the inputs

used to measure fair value may fall into different levels of the fair value hierarchy In such cases for disclosure

purposes the level in the fair value hierarchy within which the fair value measurement falls in its entirety is

determined based on the lowest level input that is significant to the fair value measurement

Fair value is market-based measure considered from the perspective of market participant rather than an

entity-specific measure Therefore even when market assumptions are not readily available the Companys own

assumptions are set to reflect those that market participants would use in pricing the asset or liability at the

measurement date The Company uses prices and inputs that are current as of the measurement date including

periods of market dislocation In periods of market dislocation the observability of prices and inputs may be

reduced for many securities This condition could cause security to be reclassified to lower level within the fair

value hierarchy

Fair Value Valuation Techniques and Inputs

Investment in Limited Partnership

Investments in limited partnerships are valued as practical expedient utilizing the net asset valuations provided

by the underlying limited partnerships without adjustment when the net asset valuations of the investments are

calculated or adjusted by the Company if necessary in manner consistent with GAAP for investment

companies The Company applies the practical expedient to its investment in limited partnership unless it is

probable that the Company will sell portion of the investment at an amount different from the net asset valuation

If it is probable that the Company will sell an investment at an amount different from the net asset valuation or in

other situations where the practical expedient is not available the Company considers other factors in addition to

the net asset valuation such as features of the investment including subscription and redemption rights expected

discounted cash flows transactions in the secondary market bids received from potential buyers and overall

market conditions in its determination of fair value

Investments in limited partnerships are included in Level or of the fair value hierarchy In determining the level

the Company considers the length of time until the investment is redeemable including notice and lock-up periods

or any other restriction on the disposition of the investment The Company also considers the nature of the

portfolios of the underlying limited partnerships and their ability to liquidate their underlying investments If the

Company has the ability to redeem its investment at the reported net asset valuation as of the measurement date

the investment is generally included in Level of the fair value hierarchy If the Company does not know when it

will have the ability to redeem the investment or it does not have the ability to redeem its investment in the near

term the investment is included in Level of the fair value hierarchy

Commissions Receivable

Commissions receivable represent commissions earned by the Company from brokerage transactions not yet

received from the clearing brokers No allowance was deemed necessary as of June 30 2012 since the Company
has determined all commissions receivable to be collectible

Income Taxes

The Company has elected Corporation status for federal and state tax purposes whereby taxable income is

reported by the Companys stockholders The Company is subject to California state franchise tax at the rate of

1.5% of taxable income

In accordance with GAAP the Company is required to determine whether tax position of the Company is more

likely than not to be sustained upon examination by the applicable taxing authority including resolution of any

related appeals or litigation processes based on the technical merits of the position The tax benefit to be

recognized is measured as the largest amount of benefit that is greater than fifty percent likely of being realized

upon ultimate settlement De-recognition of tax benefit previously recognized could result in the Company

recording tax liability that would reduce stockholders equity This policy also provides guidance on thresholds

measurement de-recognition classification interest and penalties accounting in interim periods disclosure and

transition that is intended to provide better financial statement comparability among different entities

Managements conclusions regarding this policy may be subject to review and adjustment at later date based on

factors including but not limited to on-going analyses of and changes to tax laws regulations and interpretations

thereof

Use of Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United

States of America requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of

assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and

the reported amounts of revenue and expenses during the reporting period Actual results could differ from those

estimates

Concentrations of credit risk

The Company is engaged in various brokerage activities in which counterparties primarily include broker-dealers

banks and other financial institutions In the event counterparties do not fulfill their obligations the Company may
be exposed to risk The risk of default depends on the creditworthiness of the counterparties It is the Companys
policy to review as necessary the credit standing of each counterparty

The Company maintains its cash balance in one financial institution This balance is insured by the Federal Deposit

Insurance Corporation up to $250000

Contingencies

Pursuant to clearance agreement the Company introduces all of its securities transactions to J.P Morgan Clearing

Corporation its clearing broker on fully-disclosed basis All of the customers money balances and long and short

security positions are carried on the books of the clearing broker In accordance with the clearance agreement the

Company has agreed to indemnify the clearing broker for losses if any which the clearing broker may sustain from

carrying securities transactions introduced by the Company In accordance with industry practice and regulatory

requirements the Company and the clearing broker monitor collateral on the customers accounts

Related-party transactions

The Company is charged an allocation of expenses related to personnel office facilities and equipment and other

general operating services that are borne by company related by common ownership For the year ended June

30 2012 expenses allocated from this related party totaled approximately $111000

For the year ended June 30 2012 approximately 27% of the Companys commission revenues were from

introducing trades of affiliated entities

The Company holds an investment balance of approximately $651000 included in investment in limited

partnership on the statement of financial condition that is managed by related party as of June 30 2012

Regulatory requirements

The Company as member of FINRA is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission Uniform Net Capital

Rule 15c3-1 This rule requires the maintenance of minimum net capital and that the ratio of aggregate

indebtedness to net capital both as defined not to exceed 15 to and that equity capital may not be withdrawn or

cash dividends paid if the resulting net capital ratio would exceed 10 to At June 30 2012 the Companys net

capital was $324466 which was $319466 in excess of its minimum requirement of $5000

Exemption from Rule 15c3-3

The Company is exempt from the Securities and Exchange Commission Rule 15c3-3 and therefore is not

required to maintain Special Reserve Bank Account for the Exclusive Benefit of Customers
